For example, the 
average profit of a certain business for 
six yeurs, with a stated capital, plant, 
and turnover, is found te be so much. 


The prospectus cliims that by 
increasing the - capital, plant, 
and tursover (say) five — times, 
the average profit should be 


five times as large. -The possibility 
(hat the larger output wili so reduce 
prices as to alter the rate of the profit 
is not considered. Yet that sort of 
calculation ia put forward and backed 
by th» type of man who writes so 
complacently of bis kind in our 
London contemporary, He doclares 
in conclusion that ‘the management 
of joint stock compacies is beiter in 
this country than in ony other.” If 
we felt any concern for the inveators 
“in any other,” we should Lope that 
to be a misstatement. It may be 
truco. But the ruason for it, if truc, 
must be this, tbat in the majority of 
cases the professional director docs 
not rule. It must.mean a majority 
of adho-ence to the old ideal, whereby 
honest men using uhrowd common- 
‘sunse as thoy would in thuir own 
Private conccris constitute the 
Boards, : ;

LATE SIR HENRY MAY, 


CATHEDRAL MEMORIAL 
SERVICE, 

An impressive memorial service for 
the late Sir Henry May, former 
Honghcng Governor, was held at St. 
fobn's Cathedral yesterday ovening in 
the presence of a large congregation 
including HB. the Governor andy 
Lady Stubbs, the General Officer 
Commanding (Sir J. 8. Fowler), the 
Chief Justice and Lady Rees-Davies, 
the Pnisno Judge (Mr. H. H. J. 
Gompertz), the Attorney General 
(Hon. Mr: J, H. Kemp), the Hon, Mr. 
Claud Severn, and Mrs. Severn, Sir 
Robert. Ho Tung and Lady Ho Tung, 
the Hon. Mr. Ff. A. Irving and Mrs.

In the course of his aduress, te 
Rev. Copley Moyle eaid that Sir 
Henty May was » nian of many ip 
terests, He was a thorough sports- 
man. In his younger days a keen 
rider, be always took the greatest 
interest in sport of all kinds. He 
was an ardent lover of yachting and 
in his later years an cnthusiastic 
golfer. He was constantly speaking 
of the need of athletic training in our 
schools hore an’ the influence for 
good which such training must have 
upon the Chinese. 

As Governor Sir Henry May did 
what he thought right whether his 
policy was popolar or the reverse. 
“Some of you will remember that. 
during the War be allowed the publia, 
drawing of War bonds in spite of the 
law against lotterics, and when wu 
protest was made he replied that the 
object justifies the means. That 
seems to me to have been character- 
istic of Sir Henry May. When he 
had made up h’s mind that a certain 
thing was right and desirable he 
would let tothing det:r him from 
achieving that object. 

Sir Henry May was o biave man, 
Many of them would remember the 
attempt to assassinate bim when he 
landed here—an attempt which very 
nearly proved successful—and the 
coolness with which he conducted 
himself afterwards. He hdd not only 
physical courage, but ho had what 
was much rarer, moral courage. 
He was not afraid to aay and do things 
which might make bim unpopular, 
if be believed that those things 
ought to be. said and done.

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LEGISLATIVe COUNCIL, 


THREE BILLS PASSED. 


POLICE SUPERVISION, 


In the Legislative Council yesterday 
afternoon, after our repott of the 
mecting had closed Bills amending 
further the Volunteer Ordinance, 
modifying certain provisions of Treaty 
of Peace Orders and amending the 
Maintenance Orders (Facilities fon 
Kufercement) Ordinance were passed 
and the first reading of a Bill to 
amend further the Opinm Ordipance, 
1914, was carried. 

In moving the first reading of a 
Pill istituled un Ordinance ta provide 
{cr police supervision of certain per- 
sons, the Attorney General said : ‘ke 
object of the Bill ig to prov.de for 
police supervision @f persons who 
have been convicted of crimes of a 
certant class and other suspected and 
daugercus persons. The Bill is based 
ou the Eoglish Prevention of Crimes 
Act, 871: and it deals with two 
classes of persons: first of all, those 
convicted twice of crime, as defined by 
the Bill, and, secendly, those who 
go before the Gevernor in Council 
on deportation proceedings. The Bill 
defines crime in o somewhat narrow 
way but that definition is based on 
the definition in the Fuglish Act. 
Any prrevn convicted twice of uny 
crime incluved in the definition may 
he ordered to be | laced under police 
supervision for a period of years,-~- 
{wo vears upon summary conviction 
and se\cn years upon conviction after 
indicttnent before the Supreme Court. 
Tho Bill provides that j ersons hable 
tv deportation, or who would be liable 


to undergo police supervision for any 
periud not execeding seven years, It is 
quite possible that, in Bume cases, that 
may take the place of deportation 
and it would be especially useful in 
the case of persons whom it is not 
possible, on account of nationality, 
to deport. Persons under police 
supervision have to report their 
changes of address to the police and 
male persons have to report personally 
once each month to the most con- 
venient police atatiou. The Bill has 
been asked for by the police and I 
think that anything in reason which 
they think may aseist them in their 
difficult task of combatiug crime 
should be granted. 

After the Colonial Secretary had 
seconded the Bill was read a first time 

Subsequently the Council adjourn. 
ed to next Thursday.
